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DESCENDANT OF JOHN ALDEN 
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DIES AT HOME IN MARIETTA 


Mrs. Frances Leonard Cleveland Was Oldest Communi- 


eant of Episcopal Church in America—Her 


Father Served 


in Revolution. 


Marietta, Ga., September 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Mrs. Frances Leonard Cleve- 
land, Marietta’s oldest citizen, died at 
the age of 94, at her home on Cleve- 
land Piace, early this morning. 

In many respects * Mrs. Cleveland 
was a most interesting personage. 
She was one of the few “real daugh- 
tere” of American revolution, being 
both a daughter and granddaughter 
of revolutionary soldiers, and she was 
@ descendant of John and Priscilla 
Alden, whose love story is told in 
Longfollow’s “Courtship of Miles Stan- 
éiah,"’ 

She, also; had the distinction of be- 
ing the oldest communicant of the 
Episcopal church in America. When 
18 years of age she was confirmed in 
St. Andrew's church, Philadelphiay by 
Bishop White, of Pennsylvania, who 
was the second bishop in potnt of 
consecration in the American church. 

Mrs. Cleveland was born at Bristol, 
R. I., September 17, 1816. Her father,

Platform Denounces Trusts. 
Election of Senators by Direct 
Vote and Initiative and Ref- 
erendum Favored ----Clark 
Raps Republicans. 


Hast St. ‘Louis, D1, September 23.— 
After vigorously denouncing so-called 
“Jackpot” legislation in the draft of 
the platform which was presented to 
the Illinois democratic convention here 
this afternoon, the resolutions com- 
mittee late today eliminated the wora 
“jackpot” from the platform as orig- 
inally drafted on the ground that 1t 
was objectionable. 

The plank on this subject as origin- 
ally drafted reads: . 4 

“The democratic party is unalter- 
ably opposed to the giving or the 
taking of bribes by those seeking leg- 
islative favors and we condemn in 
unmeasured terms ‘jackpot’ legislation. 
In this connection we wish to affirm 
that we favor election of United 
States senators by direct vote of the 
people.” 

The initiative and referendum is fa- 
vored by the platform on the theory 
that the “enactment of such will abol- 
ish the ‘jackpot’ system and that 
boodlers and grafters will be put down 


and out.’ 
Platform Denounces Trusts. 


The platform denounces trusts and 
favors the rigid enforcement of all 
anti-trust laws. 

The railroad plank stands for fair 
re.urns to roads, government control 
and physical valuations on which to 
base rates. Personal liberty, conser- 
vation, road laws and a tariff for 
revenue only are indorsed. The repun, 
licans are denounced for not revising 
the tariff downward. 

A closing paragraph congratulates 
the state in which “insurgents” re- 
cently have obtained victories. 

The name of Lee O'Neil Browne, 
who recently was acquitted of bribery 
in connection with the election of 
United States Senator Lorimer, was 
both hissed and cheered when he was 
named the member of the resolutions 
committee from the Twelfth district. 

The internecine war of the republic- 
ans has enveloped the whole land and 
to even the duelist mind, the evidences 
of republican dissolution must be ap- 
parent, said Congressman Champ 
Clark, addressinig the convention here 
today. He then enumerated the vic- 
tories of the democrats in the re- 
cent primaries and elections and_pre- 
dicted that the next house of repre- 
sentatives wiTl be democratic.

After a number of conferences, the 
state code commission yesterday 
awarded the contract for printing the 
new code to the Foote & Davies Print- 


ing Company, of Atlanta. 

According to the contract, the work 
is to be done for $12.50 per page for 
the first 1,600 pages, and $5.25 per page 
for all pages over that number. It is 
estimated that there will be about 2,000 
pages, which will approximate a total 
of $22,200. The contract calls for 10,000 
copies of the code, of two volumes 
each.

New York city is about to establish a tribunal called the “court 
of domestic relations,” whose functions will be more difficult than 
those practiced at The Hague peace tribunal and whose presiding 
judge must needs have the collective wisdom of several Solomons. 

The purpose of the court, which is to be ruled by Magistrate 
Robert Cornell, will be to reconcile, not divorce, warring husbands 
and wives. Judge Cornell has made a specialty of the causes and 
symptoms of divorce and is also said to be well versed in human 
eccentricities, which is well, considering the labyrinths of his job. 

The theory upon which his court will be inaugurated is that 
nine-tenths of the applications for divorce that come before Amert- 
can tribunals rise in such trivial and remediable causes .as might 
yield to an arbitrator of sense and firmness.

grievances before Judge Cornell, who will apply the skill of a

terday afternoon; and while the young- | 
sters are the most eager purchasers 
of new cane, the ripe stalks looxed 
good to the grown-ups, too. Each 
stalk costs five cents. 

Florida grape-fruit, looking a lit- 
tle bit green, bul very welcome as 
an indication of the beginning of the 
season for Florida fruits and vege- 
tables, were also on the markets Fri- 
day, selling for 15 cents apiece. 

In a short while the markets will 
be full of the Florida products, and 
the present scarcity of new edibles 
will be relieved. The housewife for 
a month or more has had to choose 


}between the same things every day; 


and while there are enough of these 
to give a certain variety the open'ng 
of a new season always brings things 
in that are mgre palatable because of 
their very newness. 

On the markets now there are sweet 
potatoes and Irish potatoes at 46 
cents a peck; sflap beans and butter 
beans, at 10 cents a quart: turnip 
saiad, 20 cents a peck; cauliflower, 15 
cenis a@ pound; cabbage, 8 cents a 
pound; turnips, 5 cents a bunch: rad- 
ishes, 5 cents a bunch; okra, 10 cents 


a quart; tomatoes, 10 cénts a quart: 
field peas, 20 cents a peck; onions, 10

cents a quart; Bermuda onions, 5 
cents a piece; Bell peppers, 20 cenis 
a dozen; hot peppers, 10 cents a quart; 
cucumbers, 10 cents each; green corn, 
20 cents a dozen; celery, 10 cents a 
stalk, and lettuce, 10 cents a head. 

Among the fruits western pears and 
peaches cost 60 cents a dozen; ba- 
nanas, 10 cents a dozen; lemons, 30 
cents a dozen: pineapples, 15 and 20 
cents apiece; Tokay grapes and Mal- 
aga grapes, 10 cents a pound; west- 
ern apples, 40 cents a dozen; big Cali- 
fornia plums, 10 cents a dozen, ana 
pomegranates, 5 cents apiece. 

Chickens cost 40 and 50 cents apiece, 
while the prices of the various meats 
remain practically the same.

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OVER STATUE OF GEN.R. E. LEE 
G. A. RS HAVE WARM DEBATE 


Atlamic City, N. J., September 28.— 
After a warm debate of more than 
three hours, the national encampment 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, at 
its final session this afternon, indefi- 
nitely postponed action of the whole 
matter in relation to the controversy 
over the placing of the statue of Rob- 
ert E. .Lee in statuary hall of the 
capitol at Washington. The vote was 
133 to 102, a small total compared with 
the vote of 887, cast for commander- 
in-chief yesterday. 

The encampment rejected the propo- 
sition recommending that congress be 
asked to grant each union veteran of 
the civil war a pension of $1 a day for 
life, but indorsed the McComber bill 
now in congress relating to pensions 
of widows. It was recommended that 
the pensions for veterans 60 years of 
age be increased from $12 to $16 a 
month; 70 years of age, from $15 to 
$20, and 75 years of age, from $20 to 
$25 a month. 

Conservative Element Wins Ont. 

The question of the grand army's at- 
titude on the Lee statue matter was 
one of the most important the encamp- 
ment has had to deal with in years. 
The conservative element controlled 
the encampment and won the day on 
the argument tnat the bitterness en- 
gendered in the civil war was disap- 
pearing, and that sectional hatred 
should not be revived; that action re- 
verse to thé Lee statue would do more 
harm than good, especially to the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and last, 
but not least, the state of Virginia, 
under the act of congress in 1864, had 
the right to place in statuary hall the 
image of any man from that state 
whose memory it chose to perpetuate. 


Some of the most prominent men in 


the Grand Army of the Republic par- 
ticipated in the discussion, and spoke 
with intense fee.ing. The matter came 
before the encampment through the 
presentation of a majority and minority 
report by the committee on resolutions. 
This committee, in a long session 
Thursday night, considered a number 
of resolutions on the subject, and took 
up a resolution from the department of 
Indiana as one that favored the whole 
controversy. This provided that con- 
gress be requested to remiove the Lee 
statue from the national capitol. The 
committee, after a long argument and 
a close vote, rejected it. 

Motion to Postpone Action Lost. 

W. A. Ketchum, of Indiana, then no- 
tified Past Commander-in-Chief Tor- 
rance, of Minnesota, chairman of the 
committee, that he would present the 
Indiana resolution on the floor of the 
convention as a minority report, and 
Torrance and his followers prepared 
for a fight. 

When the afternoon session con- 
vened and it was seén that less than 
250 representatives were present out 
of more than 800 In attendance yester- 
day. Ketchum endeavored to have the 
whdle matter go over unt!l next year 
on the ground that a vote taken today 
would not express the sentiments of 
the entire membership of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

Torrance quickly agreed to this, but

WHOLESALE GRAFT 
N REPAR BILLS 


I. C. Lost $30,000 in One 
Month. 


Equipment Company Clerk 
Testifies That He Was Or- 
dered to Make No Bill Less 
Than $275---Graft Extends to 
Rock Island. 


Chicago, September 23.—Testimony 
directly charging F. H. Niles, presi- 
dent, and William Farragher, secre- 
tary, of the Blue Island Car Equipment 
Company, with padding and fraudu- 
lently changing car repair bills made 
out to the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company, was given this afternoon in 
municipal court during the hearing of 
so-called car repair “graft cases.” 
“Arthur Bayfield, general clerk for 
the equipment company, was the wit- 
ness who told of the alleged practices 
by which, in all, the railroad was 
mulched out of’ over $1,000,000. 

Ordered to Pad Bills: 

“T became an employee of the Blue 
Island Company in the summer of 
1907,” related Rayfield. Soon after- 
ward Secretary Farragher took me 
into his private office and then he 
went into the office of President Niles. 

“He left me in the outer office and 
every once in a while he would come 
out with a few bills and direct me to 
make specific changes in them. 

“My instructions from him were that 
I was to make all Illinois Ctntral car 
repair bills average $275 each, regard- 
less of what figures were on them 
when they came to me. I fixed up 
about twenty in all, some of them be- 
ing raiseqd from less than $100, a few 
from only a few dollars. 

No Bill Less Than $275. 

“We had three sessions like this 
and in all I sent.fifty bills to the rail- 
road company that averaged $275. 
Then Farragher gave me general di- 
rections to see that all bills averaged 
that amount thereafter. 

“I worked for the company until 
last June, when the ‘graft’ charges 
were made. One week before the plant 
closed in June I was asked to go to the 
Niles home. There I met Niles, Far- 
ragher and John Considine. 

“Farragher brought out sixty-two 
bills of the Illinois Central and order- 
ed me to enter $100 extra for each 
car for waste. I did so and the bills 
were sent to the railroad company. 
While I was employed by the eqnip- 
ment company none of the bills ever 
came back.” 

Defrauded of $30,000 in One Month. 

In one month, said Bayfield, in Au- 
gust, 1909, the Blue Island Company 
defrauded the Illinois Central out of 
30,000. In February, 1908, having 
been treated unfairly, as he believed, 
by the company, he became suspicious 
and thereafter kept a private account 
of the actual repairs made for his 
own information and protection, should 
he lose his position. 

This private book was produced in 
court and from jt Bayfield read the 
total car repair cost for Illinois Cen- 
tral cars jn August, 1909, to be $16,000, 
whereas the alleged padded bills, he 
said, made the total charged for $46,- 
000. 

That similar charges are to be forth- 
coming in. the future in connection 
with the Rock Island road was hinted 
when on _cross-examination the de- 
fendant’s attorney asked the witness 
if he had kept similar cross-check 
against that company. 

“Do you want me to answer that?’ 
asked Bayfield of the attorney for the 
Illinois Central. The court {nterposed, 
saying: 

“That question may be throwing 
open a door to another case and is 
ruled out.’’ 

Attorneys would not comment on the 
incident.

WAYOR OF ROME 
SCORED BY POPE 


Anti-Clerical Speech Is! 


Bitterly Denounced. 


In Letter to the Vicar General 
of Rome, Pope Pius X. De- 
scribes Mayor Nathan’s Ut- 
terances as Blasphemous and 
Offensive. 


Rome, September 23.—Pope Pius X 
today addressed a letter to Cardinal 
Rospighi, vicar general of Rome, say- 
ing that he wished to express to the 
cardinal his own deep sorrow because 
of the anti-clerical speech delivered 
by Mayor Nathan at the celebration 
last Tuesday of the fortieth anniver- 
sary of the fall of the temporal power 
of the church. The letter sets forth 
that Mayor Nathan, as a public offi- 
cial, was not satisfied with recalling 
solemnly the day on which the sacred 
rights of pontifical sovereignty were 
trampled upon, but dared to offend the 
doctrines of the Catholic church and 
the vicar of Christ’s church. 

The pope adds: 

“Speaking in the name of Rome, 
which, according to authoritative 
statements should be honored as the 
peaceful home of the supreme pontiff, 
he aimed directly at our spiritual juris- 
diction, denouncing with impunity to 
public contempt even the acts of our 
apostolic ministry.” 

The letter continues with a denun- 
ciation of what are described as the 
blasphemous ideas and words of the 
mayor against the divine essence of 
the church, against its veracity, its 
dogmas and the authority of its coun- 
cils; and offending the religious feei- 
ing of the faithful.

Hard Time Keeping 
Heads Above Water. 


Iowa Central and Minneapolis 
and St. Paul Present Their 
Sides in Rate Hearing Before 
Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioners. 


Chicago, September 23.—Interstate 
commerce commissioners listened to 
the officers of the Iowa Central and 
Minneapolis and Sst. Louis railroad 
companies, which together operate 
only 1,600 miles of road, tell of the 
hardships they had encountered in 
keeping their heads above the finan- 
cial sea because they -were just out- 
side the zone wherein the through 
freight, the most desirable source of 
income of a railroad, was carried. 

William MBierd, general manager, 
told the commissioners that this mis- 
fortune in location had cut down the 
road's service until they did little more 
than local carrying, and the road had 
been forced to abandon high standard 
of maintenance. Additional rates 
would be necessary, he said, unless 
his road were to be allowed to con- 
tinue on the “downward slide.” He 
said labor was the chief factor in 
the cost of operation. 

He disagreed with Counsel Ellis, of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Louis 
road, declaring increased business did 
not add to the cost of operation per 


- unit. 


Net Earnings Fall Off. 

Subsequent to Mr. Bierd’s testimony, 
statistics concerning the business done 
by the Missouri railroad were pre- 
sented by Commerce Counsel James C. 
Jeffrey, with Auditor §S. P. Schuyler 
on the witness stand. 

Mr. Schuyler said the net operating 
income to be applied as dfvidends on 
the capital stock had grown only from 
$3,376,087 in 1900 to $3,616,664 in 1910,

No Danger of Its Affect-| 


ing South’s Status. 


So Worsham Replies to Baker, 
Who Seized South’s Indorse- 
ment of St. Paul Congress as 
Indicating Leaning to Other 
Republican Policies. 


E. Lee Worsham, state entomolo- 
gist, and chairman of the chamber of 
commerce committee on conservation, 
which has charge of the approaching 
congress on conservation October ‘1-s, 
yesterday gave out a statement rela- 


he talkede 


tive to an interview credited to Ber- 
nard N. Baker, ex-president of the 
national conservation congress and a 
prominent business man of Baltimore. 

This interview, which appeared in 
The Baltimore American, quoted Mz. 
Baker, in subsfance, as hailing the 
south’s representation at and approval 
of the St. Paul congress and its stand 
for centralized conservation, as pos- 
sibly an opening wedge io “split the 
solid south” and pave the way here 
for indorsement of other “republican 
policies.” 

“It is true,” said Mr. Worsham yes- 
terday, “that the policy of conserva- 
tion, from a federal standpoint, hap- 
pened to be given its firs: official rec- 
ognition by a republican administra- 
tion. That, however, is the only ex- 
tent to which the movement is parti- 
san. Outside of its origin it is, and, in 
its very nature, must be of a non- 
partisan description. 

Says Haker Misinterpreted. 

Baker, therefore, while

doubtedly actuated by the best of mo-f- 


Lives, misinterpreted the attitude of 
the south at St. Paul, and at large, 
toward the cause of conservation. In 
the south, conservation has no polit- 
ical or partisan significance what- 
ever. 

“Our sole interest lies in the fact 
that we, too, have roused to the wan- 
ton manner in which our resources 
have been and are being despoiled, and 
to the obligation to ourselves and to 
posterity of developing them in a sc?- 
entific and economical way and of 
safeguarding them for the future. 

“Speaking of conservation in a broad 
Sense from the agricultural, mineral, 
water power and forestry phases, we 
have as great a stake as the west and 
the east. 

“The south would, I believe, favor 
sensible pol'cies in this matter, wheth- 
er they originated with a republican, 
& democratic, a populist or a social- 
ist administration.

It 
can not be too emphatically clear, thar 
politics has not and wil] not be al- 
lowed to become a factor at the Atlan- 
ta congress. 

“From the standpoint of a southern 
delegate to the conservation congress 
ai St. Paul, I know the congress waa 
not entirely free from politics. But 
I make the statement flatly, and I know 
every other southerner will bear me 
out,. that no soythern man partici- 
pated in anything of that nature and 
they were wholly actuated by a he- 
lief in the inealeulable benefits of 
genuine conservation 10 every class of 
population in their respective states.”

30 feet, or more, clear of the wreck- 
age. ; 

Both Robertson and Reynolds were 
unconscious when they were picked 
up. Reynolds was found to be suffer- 
ing from internal injuries. 

A hasty examination on the spot 
caused the physician to fear that Rob- 
ertson’s injuries were serious, if not 
fatal. He appeared to be suffering from 
a bad scalp wound, a sprained or frac- 
tured arm, a concussion of the brain 
and possible internal injuries. At the 
Nassau hospital, however, it appeared 
to the surgeons from the preliminary 
examination that the automobilist’s 
injuries might not be so serious as 
was at first feared.

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 

New York, September 23.—R. G. Dun 
& Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade to- 
morrow will say that, with crops ag- 
gregating large in quantity and value, 
in spite of the reduced yield of spring 
wheat; with politics becoming so in- 
tense and uncertain as to make enter- 
prise timid, and with the railroads and 
shippers engaged in a dispute over 
rates, the business outlook is mixed, 
trade reaction being very plain in some 
important directions, while at the same 
time there are streaks of progress and 
activity. It is, ag a whole, a waiting 
situation, with little to encourage spec- 
ulative enterprise until conditions, now 
doubtful or unsettled, become more 
clearly defined. 

Interest in iron and stee] has center- 
ed chiefly in predictions of an early 
general reduction of prices on finished 
steel products which have been freely 
discussed, and the effect has been dis- 
quieting, notwithstanding denials from 
well-informed sources. Some conces- 
sions have been granted from time to 
time of late, but it has been officially 
intimated that no change of policy 
will be undertaken by the largest pro- 
ducers. New business hag diminis ed; 
but, aside from railroad material, a 
good production continues in finished 
lines, Some increase in the volume of 
pig iron orders for this year’s ship- 
ment is noted, but business for 1911 
delivery is restricted because of dis- 
sention regarding prices. The wire 
trade reflects considerable activity, but 
demand for rails is not brisk in the 
Pittsburg district, few heavy pur- 
chases of standard sections being in 
evidence. 

In the dry goods markets the im- 
provement noted in silks and ribbons is 
continued, and a few mills are runnin 
full and over-time. In woolens an 
worsteds the demand, as a whole, is 
better, yet orders are so small and ir- 
regular that mills are not able to re- 
sume operations in a large way. An 
offering of sub-count prints by a large 
producer, designed to meet a price con- 
dition, was a feature of wide @nterest 
in cotton goods, while the announce- 
ment that the largest producer of dress 
ginghams in the country was fully 
sold up, was an instance of the espe- 
clally good business in these lines. 
Cottons are generally in moderate de- 
mand, and throughout the trade there 
is a desire to confine orders to actual 


requirements.

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REPORTS FROM ALL THE MARKETS 
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COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, September 23.—Bull lead- 
ers wn throughout the country 
have suddenly reentered the market, 
and by bold purchases on a large scale 
have, with the assistance of small re- 
ceipts of the crop and a persistent 
demand from large spot interests, - 
vanced prices sharply. erop re- 
ports have contributed to the rise. Cer- 
tainly room traders and others short 
of the market have covered freely and 
precipitately. The short interest had 
obviously become unduly swollen. 
Everybody has been bearish. Every- 
body has assumed that the crop was 
big, that in a very short time the mar- | 
ket would be inundated with cotton; 
that spinners would buy, ‘but sparing- 
ly; that the consumption would be cut 
down by the high cost of living, and 
that there would be nothing for it but 
decidedly lower prices. Yet the cotton 
has come to market with disconcerting 
slowness. 

The small receipts have, in the judg- 
ment of many, indicated one of two 
things; that is, either that the crop 
was very late, and especially east of 
the Mississippi, or else that it was be- 
ing overestimated. In any case, spin- 
ners whose supplies had become re- 
duced began to buy. Large spot houses 
began to buy October and December 
freely against sales to spinners. Eng- 
lish spinners sprang what skeptics re- 
garded as an ola bluff in a vote for a 
lockout in Lancashire. The September 
option in Liverpool suddenly showed 
suggestive strength, The same option 
suddenly leaped upward here. The 
American trade, rather daunted re- 
cently by a fear of serious trouble over 
the question of bills of lading, began 
to take a different view, assuming that 
Europe needed American cotton, and 
would find a way to get it, banks at 
home and abroad to the contrary not- 
withstanding. The upshot was that, 
with a light crop movement and large 
and persistent buying by big spot in- 
terests and big speculators, prices ad- 
vanced. Meantime, however, many re- 
gard the condition of the cotton goods 
trade as anything but encouraging. 

Speculation is confined, for the most 
part, to professionals. Today there was‘ 
what may be described as a “natural 
reaction.” The September price sus- 
tained a net loss of 30 points, which 
was shared, to a small extent only, by 
the more distant deliveries. 

Notices issued, 6,000 on September, 
was given as the reason for the sharp 
break in that delivery. While the 
movement is behind that of last year, 
it is increasing steadily. There are 
said to be from 25,000 to 30,000 bales 
headed this way that may arrive this 
month. The relative steadiness of the 
other deliveries was attributed to 
heavy buying by a prominent southern 
speculator who covered a short line of 
December and January, and is now 
long. There was also good buying of 
October and January by the _ bull 
crowd, while shorts and foreigners 
were also buyers. Buying was prompt- 
ed partly by the general firmness of 
southern markets.

Mrs. Jane E. Cleborne, aged 72 
years, widow of Rear Admiral Cle- 
borne, of the United States navy, died 
yesterday at the residence. of her 
daughter, Mrs. H. W. B. Glover, at 
East Lake.
